THE CHINESE PROBLEM, PREPARING DEFENSES, 


America Has tfoi Kapacions Spirit Insurgents Evidently Mend to Git* 


Shown by Other Nations, 


Kay Strengthen Hands oi 


Those In Authority. 


MisUUr Wu Exprtuet Surprint at Italy's 


Sukinf as "Opsn Door." 


Washington, Varch,8.—The Chinese 


toinlster. Wu Ting Fang, expresses him- 
self as highly gratified at the definite 
.determination of the United States to 
keep bands oft China and to resist inti- 
mation of other powers that the time is 
ripe, for this country to take for itself a 
port on the coast; of China. 


"I am sure the ."Chinese government 


and. people will not fail tp observe tK|» 
strong evidence of good wll.j," said Mr. 
Wu. "It Is not only another bond be- 
tween the two countries, but it has a 
special significance Just now. While the 
other, world power* seem moved by a 
spirit of rapacity, [the United States 
takes' that lofty position of equity, jus- 
tice and humanity which has character- 
ized her dealings with other interna- 
t'onal questions of late, and instead of 
joining in encroachments on China, 
assumes an attitude of strict,neutrality." 


The minister had a long, conference 


with Secretary Hay. as to the situation in 
China, and undoubtedly learned official- 
ly and communicated to Pekin what v«as 
made 'known to the public.later In the 
day. It is expected that the position of 
the United States in refusing- to seize any 
territory will have an important effect 
on affairs in China; strengthening 'the 
hands df those in authority. 
' 


Speaking of Italy's action in seeking 


an "open door" on the Chinese coast by 
the acquisition of San Mun bay, Mr. Wu 
said lie was much surprised at this move, 
as Italy had -practically no trade with 
China. He said that he had never seen 
mor&than two'or three Italians in China; 
there were no Italian commercial houses 
that he recalled' and ho Italian colonies. 
Under such circumstances, the minister 
is inclined to believe Italy would not 
Save acted until some of the other pow- 
ers, had been souwded. What China 
would do as to accepting or rejecting the 
Italian claims, Mr. Wu had not been ad- 
Vised officially. All his information in- 
dicate that the refusal of Italy's request 
WM made in no offensive spirit. .

The result? of all his 
study of the Chinese""question was 
summed up in the belief, openly an- 
nounced, that Great Britain, Germany, 
the United States and Japan should unite 
to protect their interests in Chine by as- 
suring China a stable government.

hoarsely through his trumpet, to tbe 
great delight of hundreds of small boys 
panting to keep np in the glorious race. 


The fire— that wa» altogether a seo- 


ondary matter, and when they all final- 
ly got there they went to work with 
more or less efficiency. There was a 
great deal of fun in the bnsinesa, but 


i fires were not extinguished. Onr cities 


in the early days were not bnilt to pre- 
vent fires, but seemed, if anything, ra- 
ther built to encourage tbem. 


In France we may well be amused as 


we watch the pompier corps trundle its 
bathtub on wheels to tbe scene of tbe 
conflagration and deliberately fill its 
apartments with water dipped np fiom 
the gutter, whence it is thrown by a 
little pump upon tbe flames, because we 
know mnob of tbe architecture there is 
solid, and if tbe fire is not extinguished 
it will soon burn itself out. But in our 
ooun'ry a mere spark may in a few sec- 
onds become a devouring furnace and 
destroy bouse after bouse and block aft- 
er block Many buildings are tinoer 
boxes, and our dry climate adds to their 
inflammability, while tbe ever present 
careless or lazy workman by improper 
construction gives tbe fire itsUxst op- 
portunity. _

ders, to be opened off Cape Henry light- 
bouse, the ranking military officer 
aboard, wbo held, these) orders, became 
ranking or commanding officer *f tbe 
ship. This officer was First Lieutenant 
J. a. Myriok of Light Battery E, Third 
United States artillery. 


| 
Adams, a Baltimore man having some 


influence, was appointed Bailing master 
in the United States transport fleet'He 
was a genuine Confederate at heart and 
bad in his mind a way to help tbe Con- 
federacy, which was to await bis op- 
portunity and run tbe first good cargo 
in his charge iato tbe Confederates' 
bands. 


As a signal tbe flagship fired a gun 


over tbe waters of Hampton Boads, and 
tbe transport fleet of the first expedition, 
without outside lights, sailed out into 
the darkness of night—into the broad 
Atlantio. 


Tbe Ella Knight was not tbe last to 


reach Cape Henry ligbtbonae, but when 
abe did the sealed orders were opened 
and Adama was advised of the ship's 
destination—Fort Fisher. 


Soon after turning southward from 


Cape Henry tbe wind began to blow 
strongly from tbe south. trTbe aea be- 
came extremely rough, tbe decks were 
wet and slippery and tbe horses' stalls 
gave way. Tbe horses began to slide 
back and forth on dock, so heavy were 
the lunges and rolls of tbe ship. At tbe 
same time tbe guns began to roll on the 
upper deck. Hopes were procured and 
tbe guns lashed through tbe wheels to 
prevent rolling on deck and knocking a 
bole through tbe transport's sides. Then 
ropes were stretched lengthwise and 
through the center of tbe deck, and sev- 
eral times crosswise to belp support the 
horses, but many were killed and many 
disabled. 


Some time past midnight Adams 


quietly turned tk* ship to tbe north and 
scudded with tbe wind. Then at the end 
of a few hours be turned tbe ship south 
again. His orders were to keep within 
sight of tbe transport fleet, but when 
daylight came no transport fleet was in 
sight. He gave'iS'hia excuse that the 
ship's engines'were weak and that he 
could not make Hie speed required of 
bim. 
We knew, that tbe Ella Knight 


was a fast ship, and from that time on 
we knew that Adams waa « man wbo 
would stand watching. 


By tbe middle of tbe day the storm 


bad paf.ed over apd Adama took a reck- 
oning crtt Cape JHatteras, North Caro- 
liua. Then we Continued onr journey 
without much of interest until nearly 
daylight tbe next morning. 


AU was quiet aboard tbe transport 


As she rode through tbe darkness there 
waa a report of a cannon, and the next 
instant a shell burst over tbe deck of 
tbe Ella Knight. From the abort inter- 
val between the report of the gun and 
tbe shell's explosion tbe battery officers 
knew that we must be near tbe shore. 
Besides, tbe sound of tbe breakers from 
tbe heavy ocaatt' swells could be heard 
lashing the sandy beach. 


Each commissioned officer quickly

If we ride it, we will be cangl 
by tbe pirates outside of it," meanip 
the Union fleet. But at tbe same tin 
he gave several fast turns to tbe wbee 
and tbe transport swung half way rbpi 
and headed for the reef. As we gaip 
it there was a roaring and biasi' 
sound and tbe waves shone with phi 
pborescent light Soon we were in t 
line of aitsing, glowing waves, O) 
sudden bump of the vessel, and she b 
crossed tbe reef unhurt and was sailiL 
in tbe old Atlantio. 


Soon we saw the dim outline of a

THE TRuUBLtSOME DUST. 


the Soleatlit Appreciate* It More 


Thaa the Honwwife. 


The bane of the ideal housekeeper's 


life is dust, and yet this seemingly iu- 
tignifloant, exasperating duet has been 
a study of scientists for a oentnry, 
"When a beam of sunlight enters a 
darkened room, it can be eeen along its 
whole course, " says one writer. "The 
light ii reflected to every side and made 
to reach the eye by the dust in the air 
of the room. We do not see the sun- 
beam, but the dust which is illumined 
by it 
As unimportant as this curious 


•tuff seems, it plays a conspicuous part 
in nature. It is what makes the sky ap- 
pear blue, and when we look at tbe sky 
we see the dust illuminated by tbe adn. 
Light goes through all the gases— tbo 
dust catches it, reflects it in every di- 
rection, and so causes tbe whole atmos- 
phere to appear clear, in the same way 
that it makes tbe sunbeam visible in 
tbe dark room. 


"Without this strange, wonderful 


dust there would be no blue sky 
It 


would be as dark or darker than on moon- 
leu nighta Tbe glowing disk of the sun 
would stand immediately against tbe 
black background, thus producing blind- 
ing light where the inn's rays fall and 
deep black shadows wbere they do not 
It is to dust that we owe tbe moderately 
tempered daylight adapted to our eyes, 
and it is dust that contributes to tbe 
beauty of tbe scenery. The finest dust 
gives tbe blue tone to tbe sky, while tbe 
coarser kind produces an almost black 
appearance. 


"Tbe clouds consist of duat and va- 


por. If there be only a little dust, all 
tbe vapor is precipitated upon it, and 
•0 loads tbe clouds with water that they 
sink in heavy drops to tbe ground. 
Without dust tbe vapor Would penetrate 
bquBQi, making everything mold with 
damp. We should feel upon going out 
that our tilotbes were becoming satnrat 
ad twd umbrellas would be a useless 
protection. It is bard, indeed, to con- 
ceive bow different everything would 
be if there were no dust. < This trivial 
common stuff has its considerable part 
in tbe processes of nature, and there is 
mnob of tbe wonderful and mysterious 
concealed \n its filmy particles."— De- 
troit Free JRress.

The Transformation May Be BSTeeted 


IB Hi* Case o» Board the Olyuplaw 
HU Salary Increased to 913.SOO. 
General Rejoicing; Threnvfeowt tk* 
Havy at Hl« Promotion. 


Tbe distinguishing insignia of Dew- 


ey'a rank as admiral will be as follows- 


On the lower end of tbe sleeve there 


will be three stripes of gold lace. Two 
of tbe stripes will be two inches wide 
Between these will be a stripe one inch 
wide. Jnst above the three stripes will 
be a gold star. 


On each aide of the coat collar will 


appear two gold anchors flanking four 
silver stars. 


It will be an easy matter for Admiral 


Dewey to transform his present rear ad- 
miral's uniform into tbat of his rank of 
admiral His present sleeves are adorn- 
ed with a gold band two inches wide 
and a band one inch wide, over tbe lat- 
ter being a gold star. On each side of 
hie collar are one anchor and two silver 
stars. 
'' 


Tbe thanare can be effected by using 


tbe insignia of two of bis full dress uni- 
forms. He will merely bave to add an 
anchor and two silver stars to each side 
of bis collar and remove the two inch 
gold stripes or bands from tbe sleeves of 
one uniform to those of tbo other. 


The last officer of the navy who wore 


the admiral's uniform was Admiral 
Porter, after whose insignia those of 
Dewey will be modeled. Admiral Farra- 
gnt wore a more gorgeous collar than 
any admiral. In addition to the two 
-nchors on each side of tbe collar he 
wore gold oak leaves, tbe oak leaf in 
general representing the navy. It ia an 
old British ineignium. denoting tbe 
strength and material of the old time 
men-of-war. 


Tbe promotion of Dewey to tbe posi- 


tion of admiral revives a grade in the 
n»»vj which has not existed for many 
years. He will be not only senior by 
two grades to the rear admirals, but he 
will be correspondingly senior to the 
highest ranking officers of tbe army. 
This gives him a military prestige 
wbicb is important 


His increase of salary to $18,500 is 


not one which means much to tbe offi- 
cer who will be tbe senior naval com- 
mander in tbe Asiatic, for it will thrust 
upon him added social duties and obli- 
gations equal in coat to his additional 
compensation. He will at once secure a 
new uniform, resorting probably in his 
case to tbe facilities on board the 
Olympia of adjusting tbe decorations 
and insignia of bis old uniform to tbe 
new rank and title. There are always 
means on board ship for accomplishing 
such emergency demands upon tbe Offi- 
cial apparel. 


It is doubtful if Dewey will be able 


to display the flag which goes with hit 
grade, for it is hardly possible tbe lock* 
era of the Olympia contain the emblem 
of which tbere has been no need for so 
many years. 


Tbere is general rejoicing throughout 


the navy at Dewoy's promotion. Tbe 
service approves tbe prospect of keeping 
Dewey on tbe active list, a privilege 
accorded the admiral by tbe law which 
creates his office.

TO ENJOY A CIGAR. 


Bat Few Men Ever Get tbe Very BMt Pos- 


sible Remits. 


"Personal observation baa taught, 


me, "said a Cuban cigar dealer to a 
Star reporter, "that not one person in a 
hundred knows how to smoke a cigar 
to enooy it thoroughly. For instance, 
most meu, after buying their cigars, 
stick them between their teeth and 
gnaw tbe ends off recklessly, thereby 
tearing and loosening the wrapper. 
Then they light their cigars and puff 
away as if their very lives depended 
upon finishing them in s.burry. Thus 
treated the finest cigar will burn irreg- 
ularly, and the smoker will, nine times 
out of ten, lay the blame on the cigar. 
The cigar may be to blame, but in most 
cases the fault lies in the way it has 
been handled. 


"After a cigar baa been bought the 


end should be cut smoothly off by a 
clipper or sbavp knife. The reverse end 
should then be placed in the mouth and 
tbe cigar blown through. This removes 
all tbe little particles of dust which 
cannot be avoided in the manufacture 
and prevents them from being inhaled 
into tbe throat and from producing 
coughing. The cigar should then be 
lighted, and particular attention should 
be paid to its being thoroughly ignited 
all over tbe surface of the end. Then 
instead of puffing away like a steam en- 
gine the smoker will find that three or 
four puffs every minute make the best 
way to enjoy tbe cigar. The smoke 
should be kept in the month a short 
time in ordu to appreciate the flavor of 
the tobacco. Then it should be emitted 
slowly. 


"In case one side of the cigar should 


burn and leave a ragged edge on the 
other side it is not necessary to relight 
it, as I often see many, people do. A 
gentle blow through the cigar toward 
the lighted end will ignite tbe ragged 
side, and it will burn regularly. Smok- 
ing this way is a pleasure. It frets me 
to see a man smoking a cigar who does 
:^» snow now to enjoy it, and I often 
l*ti hke giving him a few words of ad- 
f:ce and would do so were it not for 
taafearof often, ting him."—

I was in tbe Egyptian Eton. It waa 


one of three schools originally founded 
for training teachers aapable of giving 
instruction in English or French.

teachers, so tbat I waa in a fair way to 
see at ita best a summary of the whole 
system of public instruction in Egypt. 
It is only in ita infancy aa yet. 


First we went into the primary 


school. There were not many pupils be- 
cause tbe fees here are high—as much 
aa $60 and $75 a year for day boys— 
and nobody much comes to tbe primary 
part except those wbo have failed else- 
where and whose fathers think the high 
fee a guarantee of high cramming. 
Tbe primary coarse in Egypt takes four 
years; in tbe first, only Arabic subjects 
are taught; after that, English or 
Frenob ia introduced and gradually ex- 
tended till in the two last years it takes 
13 hours oat of tbe weekly 83. All tbe 
instruction in languages is given in tbe 
language itself, but by natives. Only 
one—English or Frenob—ia taught, bnt 
tbat ia taught thoroughly.

four boys—absurd little owls with the

He is astonishingly indus- 
trious. The difficulty is not to make < 
him work, but to prevent him from 
overworking. Eight hours' home work 
after five and a half in school ia by no 
meant an unknown performance. Some 
of bia work in English literature which 
I saw compares quite well with that of 
university extension students at home, 
bnt, like theirs, it reads very textbooky. 
Be baa an astonishing gift for lan- 
guages, and he can appreciate a piny of 
Shakespeare with ghosts or witches in 
it and a good allowance of florid meta- 
phor, no worse—perhaps bettor—than 
an English acboolboy. 


Bat at the end of it all he is parrot- 


like in bit anintelligence, incorrigible 
in hia inaccuracy, hopelessly fatuous in 
bia dishonesty. He understands ordi- 
nary EngHih, if yon ask him questions, 
uncommonly well, bat be will reel yon 
off a paga of textbook, understanding 
tbe meaning of each word, bnt without 
an idea of tbe connected sense of it 


Will they ever make a boy of him? 


If ftkill and trying can do it, they will, 
and if be can be made a boy be can be 
made a man. Bat it ia work against tbe 
collar, and it will not be done today or

the lordly musician in thus making pub- 
lic hia 'little domestic infelicities, have 
smilingly purchased for the sum of one 
penny the "Epitome of My Life" which 
the seventh Viscount Poulett dispenses 
along with his plaintive toned music. 
The true story of this strange organ 
grinder is a most extraordinary one. 


It was SO long years ago that the late 


the title. One by one, however, they 
.dropped off with most astounding reg- 
ularity, and the-young soldier found 
himself one of the wealthiest peers in 
England.
